Alberta’s top political crime- 
fighter is tapping the brakes 
on a proposal to automatic¬ 
ally seize vehicles if drivers 
are caught travelling well in 
excess of the posted speed 
limit. 

Justice Minister and Solici¬ 
tor General Jonathan Denis 
said while the ultimate deci¬ 
sion on the idea — which has 
gained the backing of both 
the Calgary and Edmonton 
pohce chiefs in recent weeks 
— will be left in the hands 
of Transportation Minister 
Ric Mclver, he would like to 
see other options explored to 
curb speeding first.

all other avenues before we 
go down that road.... 1 think 
the best public policy is not 
formed with a knee-jerk reac¬ 
tion,” Denis said. 

Mclver has said his min¬ 
istry is exploring the idea 
and Edmonton pohce Chief 
Rod Rnecht, who heads the 
Alberta Association of Chiefs 
of Police, will make a pitch on 
the matter in the fall. 

Earlier this year, Knecht 
suggested drivers speeding 
excessively, over 50 kilo¬ 
metres above the limit, aren’t 
getting the message through 
fines and demerits and seiz¬ 
ures are necessaiy to get 
them to slow down. 

Denis did note that Alberta 
police already have the power 
to seize vehicles in extreme 
cases, such as street racing 


By the numbers 


• Talk of automatically

and driving without a licence. 

Former Airdrie special- 
constable-turned-court-agent 
Dean Marsh said each inci¬ 
dent should be left to the of¬ 
ficer’s discretion. 

“I don’t think we need to 
automatically seize vehicles,” 
he said. “You have got to look 
at all the circumstances.”

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Restriction. 
Dog breed 
legislation 
debate 
continues 


There is public support for 
the removal of legislation 
that restricts dogs by breed, 
says a new city report. 

There are currently 
restrictions and rules in 
Edmonton regarding the 
ownership of mixed-breed 
American Staffordshire and 
Staffordshire bull terriers, 
often referred to as pit 
bulls. 

The report, to be 
discussed by a council 
committee Tuesday, states 
that support comes from 
data and policy research, as 
well as recent consultation 
with dog owners, non-dog 
owners, off-leash park 
users and industry experts. 

“More than 80 per cent 
of people feel that the dogs 
that cause problems are 
usually the dogs who have 
owners that do not look 
after them or do not have 
the proper training,” said 
Coun. Amarjeet Sohi. 

Public consultation also 
revealed that 56 per cent 
of respondents supported 
breed-specific legislation, 
but that 44 per cent also 
said owners should be held 
more accountable. 

Jean Coates is the 
organizer of Edmonton’s 
Off Leash Walking Group, 
where some members own 
the restricted breeds. 

“I agree that some 
breeds of dogs have more 
aggressive tendencies than 
others, but 1 really firmly 
believe that it’s the owner 
of these breeds that can 
either develop aggres¬ 
sive instincts or socialize 
the aggression as a young 
puppy,” she said. 

If the committee wants 
to change the bylaw and 
council approves it, admin¬ 
istration would bring back 
a one-year update on dog- 
bite numbers.

Expired parking meter 
fines may rise in 2013

Running late could get 
pricey, as the city is consid¬ 
ering increasing the fine for 
overstaying at parking me¬ 
ters to $50 from $35. 

According to a report to 
be discussed by a council 
committee Tuesday, park¬ 
ing meters are intended to 
ensure turnover, reduce all¬ 
day on-street parkers, and 


encourage other modes of 
transportation to commer¬ 
cial areas. 

The current fine isn’t 
having enough of an im¬ 
pact, notes the report, as 
there has been a 65 per cent 
increase in expired meter 
parking violations since 
2006, including 52,673 last 
year. 

“This increase suggests 
the existing fine amount 
of $35 is not having the de¬ 
sired deterrent effect nor 
acting as a high enough 
punitive measure to correct 
over-stay behaviour,” reads 
the report. 

Despite that, Coun. Kerry 
Diotte isn’t so sure about 
the move. 

“I think it’s kind of a 


knee-jerk thing to do,” he 
said. “I don’t think we ne¬ 
cessarily have to just jack 
up fees because we can.” 

Further justification 
for the suggested increase 
is how much lower Ed¬ 
monton’s fines are when 
compared to other large 
Canadian municipalities. 
According to the report, 
fines are $50 in Calgary, $60 
in both Ottawa and Winni¬ 
peg, and $70 in Vancouver. 

Edmonton also offers a 
“Plug and Leave” program, 
which sees 14,000 tickets 
cancelled each year as driv¬ 
ers either pay up or drive 
away if they witness an of¬ 
ficer writing them a ticket. 
Most meters are also free of 
charge after 6 p.m. 


Changing charges 


• Other suggested fine in¬ 
creases include $75 from 
$50 for parking in a no¬ 
park zone, no-stopping 
zone, restricted zone or 
without a required per¬ 
mit, as well as an increase 
of $100 from $50 for 
parking a heavy vehicle in 
a residential area. 


• According to the report, 
city administration is 
anticipating a $ 2 -million 
increase in revenue if 
the bylaws are changed. 
If approved, the fines 
would rise on Jan. 1, 

2013.

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Restoring a 
sign of the past 


Fix-up job. Bringing 
neon signs from city’s 
history back to life is a 
labour of love for local 
sign shops 


When the old 16-by-seven- 
foot Canadian Furniture neon 
sign first came to Blanchett 
Neon, it was in rough shape. 
Rusty pieces of metal housed 
pigeons and their droppings, 
and the paint had long since 
peeled away. 

Months later, thanks to 
over 100 hours of volunteer 
labour from employees, the 
sign is restored to the bright 
red, yellow and black of its 
heyday — and is ready for 
what will be a celebration of 
the history of neon signage 
in Edmonton through an out¬ 
door museum downtown. 

Blanchett Neon president 
Daryl Blanchett said restor¬ 
ing the sign required welding 
sheet metal, spray and hand 
painting the lettering, and 
wiring and preparing 20 units 
of glass tubing for neon gas. 

“The double-sided, can¬ 


tilevered style of this sign 
meant we had to put structure 
first and aesthetics second,” 
said Blanchett. “We liked the 
challenge of restoring the 
sign using the same methods 
as back then — hand-painted 
decals and the neon glass — 
but they would’ve used lead 
back then. And everyone who 
worked on it signed their 
name. This will be unique in 
Canada.” 

Blanchett said his is the 
first sign completed. 

“We can hang the neon 
tubes now — we’re ready to 

go.” 

The museum is set to light 
up by next spring. 

“The area is already ex¬ 
periencing revitalization, 
so I’m excited the neon mu¬ 
seum will become part of 
that vibe,” said Barb Ursuliak, 
Street-as-a-Venue officer with 
the city.

Tainted beef. CFIA to 
conduct inspection of 
plant at the centre of recall 


The Canadian Food Inspec¬ 
tion Agency will be con¬ 
ducting a detailed assess¬ 
ment on Tuesday of the 
Alberta processing plant at 
the heart of a massive taint¬ 
ed beef recall. 

The review follows a writ¬ 
ten request from XL Foods 
Inc. to have its licence re¬ 
instated. 

A slew of problems were 
uncovered following the 
discovery of E.coli in meat 
products from the Brooks 
facility. 

In a Monday afternoon 
conference call, CFIA of¬ 
ficials said this week’s as¬ 
sessment won’t necessarily 
green-light the plant to re¬ 


open. 

“This is a pre-resumption 
of operation inspection, in 
no way should it be con¬ 
strued as they will be in pro¬ 
duction at this point,” said 
Dr. Harpreet Kochhar, the 
executive director of west¬ 
ern operations for the food 
agency. 

Kochhar said re-opening 
the plant would be a gradual 
process that begins with de¬ 
termining whether the plant 
has addressed all the issues 
raised by inspectors since E. 
coli was first detected. 

They include mainten¬ 
ance and sanitation issues as 
well as the management of 
E.coli risk, the Canadian press

High School opened in 2004 
next to the Jamie Platz YMCA, 
Callingwood Twin Arenas and 
the Lois Hole libraiy, and a field 
house was built next to St. Fran¬ 
cis Xavier High School in 2010. 

Next up is a completion 
high school, part of the Clar- 
eview Community Recreation 
Centre opening in 2014, which 
comes with a libraiy and multi¬ 
cultural centre.

‘Fearless Felix’ to 
attempt highest, 
fastest jump in history 


Austrian skydiver and extreme 
athlete Felix Baumgartner 
hopes to take the leap of his 
hfe on Tuesday, attempting the 
highest, fastest free fall in his- 
toiy. 

If he survives, the man 
dubbed “Fearless Felix” 
could be the first skydiver to 
break the soimd barrier. If he 
doesn’t, a tragic fall could be 
live-streamed on the Internet 


for the world to see. 

The 43-year-old former 
military parachutist is sched¬ 
uled to jump from a balloon- 
hoisted capsule 37 kilometres 
above Roswell, New Mexico, 
on Tuesday morning. He wants 
to break the record set in 1960 
by Joe Kittinger, who jumped 
from an open gondola at an 
altitude of 31 kilometres. Kit¬ 
tinger’s speed of 988 kph was 
just shy of breaking the soimd 
barrier at that height. 

Baumgartner, who has 
been preparing for the jump 
for five years, has made two 
practice nms from the Roswell 
area, from 24 kilometres high 
in March and 28.97 kilometres 
in July 


And while he and his team 
of experts recognize the worst- 
case scenarios — including 
“boiling” blood and exploding 
lungs — they have confidence 
in their built-in solutions. 
Those solutions are something 
NASA is watching closely. The 
space agency is interested in 
the potential for escape sys¬ 
tems on future rocket ships. 

The No. 1 fear is a breach 
of Baumgartner’s suit, which 
could cause potentially lethal 
bubbles to form in his bodily 
fluids, a condition known as 
boiling blood. 

There are also risks he 
could spin out of control, caus¬ 
ing other problems.

Mistaken identity leads to tragedy 



The U.S. Border Patrol agent 
killed in a shooting in south¬ 
ern Arizona apparently 
opened fire on two fellow 
agents thinking they were 
armed smugglers and was 
killed when they returned 
fire, the head of the Border 
Patrol agents’ union said.

Turkey, which shares a 
911-ldlometre frontier witii 
Syria, nearly went to war 
with its neighbour over Syr¬ 
ian support for Turkish Kurd¬ 
ish rebels in the 1990s. The 
relationship improved dra¬ 
matically since Bashar Assad 
came to power in 2000, and 
the two coimtries reached 
out to build economic ties. 
But now, Turkey has become 
one of the most vocal critics 
of the Assad regime, accusing 
it of savagely. 

The rebels who are trying 
to bring down Assad have 
used Turkey as their base, 
enraging the regime. 


Turkey became a regional 
power in the past decade, 
backed by a growing econ¬ 
omy, emerging democratic 
credentials and historical and 
cultural links to neighbours. 
It pursued pragmatic links 
with authoritarian leaders, 
but shifted to a pro-democ¬ 
racy position as uprisings 
swept the Middle East. 

From the outset of the 
Syrian crisis, Turkey has tried 
to position itself as a major 
player and power-broker — 
something some observers 
say was a miscalculation 
based on overconfidence in 
Ankara’s influence over Da¬ 
mascus. As recently as April, 
an official told Parliament 
that Turkey “will continue to 
guide the wave of change in 
the Middle East.”

Syrian conflict. Military

Syria’s cross-border attacks on 
Turkey in tiie past week look in¬ 
creasingly like they could be an 
intentional escalation meant to 
send a clear message to Ankara 
and beyond, that the crisis is 
simply too explosive to risk for¬ 
eign military intervention. 

With Turkey eager to defuse 
the crisis, the spillover of fight¬ 
ing is giving new life to a long- 
shot pohtical solution, with the 
Turks floating the idea of mak¬ 
ing President Bashar Assad’s 
longtime vice-president, Far- 
ouk al-Sharaa, interim leader if 
the president steps aside. 

A military option — which 
would involve foreign powers 
that already have expressed 
a deep reluctance to getting 
involved — is stiU not on the 
table, analysts say, despite six 
consecutive days of Turkish re¬ 
taliation against bombardment 
from inside Syria. 

The Syrian conflict has 
taken a prominent role in the 


U.S. presidential election at a 
time when the U.S. and its al- 
hes have shown little appetite 
for getting involved. 

On Monday, Republican 
candidate Mitt Romney said 
the U.S. should work with other 
coimtries to arm the Syrian 
rebels, allowing the rebels to 
drive Assad from power them¬ 
selves. Romney did not call for 
the U.S. to directly arm the Syr¬ 
ian rebels. 

The most recent flare-up be¬ 
tween Syria and Turkey started 
Wednesday, when a shell fired 
from Syria slammed into a 
house in the Turkish border 
village of Akcakale, killing two 
women and three children. 
That set off the most serious 
and prolonged eruption of vio¬ 
lence along the frontier since 
the uprising began nearly 19 
months ago. 

Although it was not clear 


whether Wednesday’s shell¬ 
ing was intentional, Turkey re¬ 
sponded swiftly by firing back 
and convening parhament for 
a vote that authorized further 
cross-border militaiy oper¬ 
ations if necessary. 

Turkish Prime Minister Re- 
cep Tayyip Erdogan cautioned 
Damascus not to test Turkey’s 
“limits and determination.” 
But the Syrian shelling has 
continued every day — leading 
many observers to conclude 
the acts are intentional provo¬ 
cation. 

“It’s not an accident. You 
can’t send shells across the 
border by mistake five days 
in a row,” said Mustafa Alani, 
a Middle East analyst of the 
Geneva-based Gulf Research 
Genter, just hours before Syr¬ 
ian shelhng struck Turkey for a 
sixth day. 

There have been no other 


reports of casualties from the 
shelling since Wednesday’s 
deaths. 

According to Alani, escal¬ 
ating the crisis serves as a re¬ 
minder to NATO, Turkey and 
the West that Syria’s civil war 
can inflame the region with 
hghtning speed. The threat of 
a spillover is hkely to pressure 
Western powers into drafting a 
political solution, part of which 
could involve Assad’s exit from 
power, rather than his being 
toppled by force. 

A political solution, Alani 
said, could prevent Assad “end¬ 
ing up like Gadhafi.” 

Libyan leader Moammar 
Gadhafe was captured and 
killed by rebels on the outskirts 
of his hometown of Sirte last 
year, and his corpse was put on 
public display in a refrigerated 
locker for several days. 

While Ankara maintains 
that the shells are coming from 
the regular Syrian army, Paul 
Salem of the Gamegie Middle 
East Genter, a Beirut-based 
think-tank, did not exclude the 
possibility of “other sources, 
a rebel unit, firing across the 
border, trying to create condi¬ 
tions for Turkey to intervene in

The Mexican navy nabbed a 
suspected Zetas cartel leader ac¬ 
cused of involvement in some 
of the countiy’s most notorious 
crimes in recent years, author¬ 
ities said Monday. 

Navy spokesman Jose Luis 
Vergara announced that Salva¬ 
dor Alfonso Martinez Escobedo 
was arrested Saturday and is 
believed to have masterminded 
the massacre of 72 migrants in 
the northern state of Tamau- 
hpas in 2010. 

The man loiown as “Squir¬ 
rel” also has been linked to the 
escape of 151 prisoners in 2010 
from a jail in the dty of Nuevo 
Laredo, the recent flight of 131 
prisoners in the city of Piedras 
Negras and the killing of U.S. 
citizen David Hartley in 2010 
on Falcon Lake, which strad¬ 
dles the U.S.-Mexico border. 
The death of Hartley drew wide 
attention as it appeared Hartley 
and his wife. Tiffany, were on a 
personal trip when he was shot 


by Mexican criminals on Sept. 
30, 2010. The Hartleys were 
using personal watercraft on 
Falcon Lake when David Hart¬ 
ley was shot in the head.

Philadelphia. Wedding

A man was charged in con¬ 
nection with a large fight that 
broke out among people at¬ 
tending two different wedding 
receptions in downtown Phila¬ 
delphia during the weekend, 
police said Monday. 

The fight, which was caught 
on video and quickly spread 
onhne, happened early Sunday 
at a hotel in the Society HiU 
neighbourhood and involved 
dozens of people in formal at¬ 
tire.

David Northway, a spokes¬ 
man for Tallahassee police, 
said Bresaw initially gave 
police a false name and man¬ 
aged to fiee the scene after 
giving his real name.

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Rare disease dubbed ‘Sleeping Beauty’ 


Sleep disorder. Little 
known about Kleine- 
Levin syndrome, which 
traps adolescents in 
extended slumbers 


There was nothing sweet about 
Kaitlyn Terrana’s 16th birthday. 
And she has virtually no recol¬ 
lection of her last birthday, her 
17th, either. She slept through 
both of them. 

At a time when the teen¬ 
ager should be living each day 
to the fullest, she is trapped 
in a roughly six-week cycle in 
which she has no choice but to 
take to her bed, slumbering for 
about 10 days at a time. 

Kaitlyn has developed an 
extremely rare condition called 
Kleine-Levin syndrome, or KLS, 
and it is stealing her life away. 

“Kind of hke the day before, 
I start feeling really tired and 


it’s really hard for me to focus 
in class,” she says from her 
home in Hamilton, Ont. “And 
then after that. I’m just gone 
for 10 days. I have to sleep, I 
can’t stay awake.” 

Her mom, Kathy Terrana, 
has to closely monitor Kait¬ 
lyn when she experiences 
one of these sleeping per¬ 
iods, saying her daughter 
can’t be left alone. 

“In the beginning of her epi¬ 
sodes, she starts off being very, 
veiy tired,” she says. “By late 
evening I can usually tell that, 
yes, she is starting an episode, 
because she doesn’t talk, she 
doesn’t converse with anybody. 

“It’s not veiy nice to say, but 
it’s almost hke she’s a walking 
zombie, because when they’re 
in their episodes they can be 
walking aroimd but they don’t 
know what’s going on around 
them. So there’s no empathy, 
there’s no feeling whatsoever. 
She’s in a complete fog.”

Study results 
suggest modest 
success of new 
Alzheimer’s drug 

Combined results from two 
studies of an experimental 
Alzheimer’s drug suggest it 
might modestly slow mental 
decline, especially in patients 
with mild disease. 

Taken separately, the stud¬ 
ies missed their main goals to 
significantly slow the mind¬ 
robbing disease. But pooled 
results foimd 34 per cent less 
decline in mild /ftzheimer’s 
patients compared to those 
on a dummy treatment for 
18 months. 


Doctors say the results 
do not seem strong enough 
to win approval of the 
drug now. But they show 
researchers are on the right 
track by trying to clear the 
sticky deposits that clog 
patients’ brains. 

The drug is being 
developed by Eli Lilly & Co. 
and is called solanezumab. 
Results were reported 
Monday at an American 
Neurological Association 
conference in Boston, 

About 35 miUion people 
worldwide have dementia, 
and Alzheimer’s is the most 
common type. Current 
medicines just temporarily 
ease symptoms.

Medical research. Trial 
of new drug successful in 
reducing stroke numbers 


A Canadian effort to develop a 
drug to limit the brain damage 
caused by strokes has made an 
important step forward. 

Scientists involved in the 
project reported Sunday that 
in a trial conducted on pa¬ 
tients undergoing repair of 
brain aneurysms, the drug, 
called NA-1, reduced the 
number of post-procedure 
strokes by about half 

This is rare good news in 
the quest to develop a neuro- 
protective drug, a field where 
more than 1,000 compoimds 


have been tested, and all failed. 

The researchers them¬ 
selves have founded a biotech¬ 
nology company — NoNO 
Inc. — to finance the work, 
because the pharmaceutical 
industry has essentially left 
the field. NoNO means “no 
nitric oxide,” the free radical 
produced during a stroke that 
damages brain tissues. 

Dr. Michael Hill is the first 
author on the scientific paper 
outlining the findings, pub- 
fished in the journal Lancet 
Neurology, the Canadian press 


Nobel Prize awarded for groundbreakiiig discovery

Two scientists from different 
generations won the Nobel 
Prize in medicine Monday for 
the groundbreaking discov¬ 
ery that cells in the body can 
be reprogrammed to become 
completely different kinds, 
potentially opening the door 
to growing customized tissues 
for treatments. 

The work of British re¬ 
searcher John Gurdon and 
Japanese scientist Shinya Ya¬ 
manaka — who was born the 
year Gurdon made his dis¬ 
covery — has raised hopes of 
developing transplant tissue 
to treat diseases like Parkin¬ 
son’s and diabetes. And it has 
spurred a new generation of 
laboratory studies into other 
diseases, including schizo¬ 
phrenia, that may lead to new 
treatments. 

Their work paved the way 
to making the equivalent of 
embryonic stem cells with¬ 
out the ethical questions that 
embryonic cefis pose. 


“Their findings have revo¬ 
lutionized our understanding 
of how cefis and organisms de¬ 
velop,” the Nobel committee 
at Stockholm’s Karofinska In¬ 
stitute said in announcing the 
eight-million kronor ($1.2-mil- 
lion) award. It was the first of 
this year’s Nobel Prizes, with 
five more awards to be an¬ 
nounced by next Monday. 

At the time of the initial 
findings, the discovery had “no 
obvious therapeutic benefit at 
all,” Gurdon told reporters in 
London. “It was almost 50 years 
before the value — the poten¬ 
tial value — of that basic scien¬ 
tific research comes to fight.” 

In 1997, the cloning of Dolly 
the sheep by other scientists 
showed that the same process 
Gurdon discovered in frogs 
would work in mammals. 

“The discoveries of Gurdon 
and Yamanaka have shown 
that specialized cefis can turn 
back the developmental clock 
under certain circumstances,” 


the committee said. “These 
discoveries have also provided 
new tools for scientists around 
the world and led to remark¬ 
able progress in many areas of 
medicine.” 


Just last week, Japanese 
scientists reported using Yama¬ 
naka’s approach to turn skin 
cells from mice into eggs that 
produced baby mice.

• Who won? Britain's John 
Gurdon, 79, currently with 
the Gurdon Institute that 
he founded, and Japan's 
Shinya Yamanaka, 50, who 
worked at the Gladstone 
Institute in San Francisco 
and Nara Institute of Sci¬ 
ence and Technology in 
Japan. He is now at Kyoto 
University. 


• For what? In 1962, the 
year Yamanaka was born, 
Gurdon showed that the 
DNA from specialized cells 
of frogs, like skin or intes¬ 
tinal cells, could be used to 
generate new tadpoles. In 
2006, Yamanaka showed 
that mature cells could be 
turned back into primitive 
cells, which in turn could 
be prodded into different 
kinds of mature cells. 


• Significance. The discov¬ 
eries showed that the 
body's mature, specialized 
cells can be reprogrammed 
into stem cells — a discov¬ 
ery that scientists hope to 
turn into new treatments 
without destroying human 
embryos. Scientists want 
to harness the reprogram¬ 
ming to create replacement 
tissues for treating diseases 
such as Parkinson's, cystic 
fibrosis and diabetes, and 
for studying the roots of 
diseases in the laboratory. 


• Gurdon. "It is particularly 
pleasing to see how purely 
basic research, origin¬ 
ally aimed at testing the 
genetic identity of different 
cell types in the body, has 
turned out to have clear 
human health prospects."

Judge Manjula Tilakaratne 
represented the death of an 
independent judiciary. Later, 
they burned the coffin. 

They held placards read¬ 
ing: “Stand up to protect 
the judiciary. Protect lives of 
judges. Arrest those who at¬ 
tacked a judge.” 

Tilakaratne, secretary of 
the Judicial Service Commis¬ 
sion, which handles judicial 
appointments and transfer 
of judges, was attacked by 
four men on Sunday as he 
was in his car after dropping 
off his son at school. He sus¬ 
tained injuries to his face 
and right hand. Police said 
an investigation is under¬ 
way. 

Protesters said Ti- 
lakarartne had irked the 
government with a state¬ 


ment two weeks ago 
complaining of outside 
influences on the commis¬ 
sion’s decisions. 

A protesting lawyer, J.C. 
Weliamuna, said the at¬ 
tack was “unprecedented” 
and blamed the govern¬ 
ment. Another lawyer, 
Gunaratne Wanninayake, 
demanded that police con¬ 
duct an impartial inquiry. 
“This attack symbolizes 
the death of Sri Lanka’s in¬ 
dependent judiciary.

Zimbabwe’s president wants 
his people to be tolerant of

President Robert Mugabe, 
ofiBciating at the state burial of 
a former foreign minister, said 
political differences must be 
private and “not expressed in 
actions” that lead to violence. 
He called on Zimbabweans to 
follow the “virtues and disci¬ 
pline” of academic and veteran 
diplomat Stan Mudenge, who 
died Oct. 4 of heart failure at 
age 71.

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Dutch inmate serving decades in jail 
for slaying young Peruvian may have 
impregnated conjugal visitor 


A newspaper reported Mon¬ 
day that Joran van der Sloot, 
a Dutch man who is serving 
a 28-year sentence for mur¬ 
dering a young Peruvian 
woman, says he is going to be 
a father. 

His lawyer said the inmate 
does have a conjugal visitor, 
but he could not confirm she 
is pregnant. 

The Dutch newspaper De 
Telegraaf said Van der Sloot, 
a suspect in the 2005 dis¬ 
appearance of U.S. teenager 
Natalee Holloway, told the 
paper in a telephone call Sat¬ 
urday that “a test has proved” 
the pregnancy. 

Van der Sloot’s attorney, 
Maximo Altez, told The As¬ 
sociated Press that a woman 
named Leidy Figueroa Uceda 
“is registered as a conjugal 
visitor of Joran. She is regis¬ 
tered in the visitors books of 


the Piedras Gordas prison in 
Lima.” 

He denied, however, that 
he had told the newspaper he 
could confirm the pregnancy. 

“I told them I didn’t know 
an34:hing in that respect,” he

said. 

News media in Peru last 
year identified Figueroa as 
Van der Sloot’s girlfriend, and 
said they had conceived a son 
together, but she denied it. 

De Telegraaf said Van der 
Sloot told it that the woman 
uses birth-control pills but 


apparently forgot to take 
one. He said she would not 
have an abortion due to her 
Roman Catholic faith. He said 
he didn’t have DNA proof the 
child is his, but he believes it 
to be. 


Recorded messages on 
Monday indicated that two 
telephone numbers regis¬ 
tered to Figueroa had been 
cancelled. 

Van der Sloot is a self-de¬ 
scribed liar, having confessed 
to killing Holloway and later 
retracting the confessions. 


He is the last person known 
to have seen her alive on the 
Caribbean island of Aruba. 

He was convicted of rob¬ 
bing and killing Stephany 
Flores in a Lima hotel room 
after meeting her in a nearby 
casino in 2010. 

The Dutchman is wanted 
by authorities in the U.S. for 
allegedly extorting money 
from the Holloway family on 
the promise of revealing the 
location of her body. 

He could resist extradition 
to the United States, where 
he is wanted in the Holloway 
case, if he obtains Peruvian 
nationality.

Nigerian soldiers angry about 
the killing of an officer shot 
dead more than 30 civilians 
Monday in a northeastern 
city long under siege by a rad¬ 
ical Islamist sect. 

The attack came from 
soldiers attached to a special 
military unit on guard in Mai- 
duguri, the spiritual home 
of the sect known as Boko 
Haram, in an effort to suppos¬ 
edly protect its citizens from 
the violence gripping the city. 
The killings likely will fur¬ 
ther antagonize a population 
already alienated by check¬ 
points, security force harass¬ 
ment and the threat of being 
killed by soldiers who are 
targets for the sect’s increas¬ 
ingly bloody guerrilla attacks. 

An Associated Press repor¬ 
ter in Maiduguri counted the 
dead while on a tour of the 
still-smouldering neighbour¬ 
hood Monday afternoon. The 
journalist saw no weapons 


or evidence that the dead be¬ 
longed to the sect. A soldier 
nearby, who did not identify 
himself, claimed the attack 
was a response to a bombing 
nearby earlier Monday that 
he said killed a lieutenant. 

“They killed our officer!” 
the soldier shouted. “We had 
no options!” 

The AP reporter also saw 
that soldiers had set fire to 
about 50 homes and business¬ 
es around the area, which 
sits near the Nigerian Union 
of Journalists state office and 
other buildings in Maiduguri. 
It appeared the soldiers at¬ 
tacked the area using assault 
rifles and heavy machine- 
guns mounted on armoured 
personnel carriers. Rounds 
shot from the heavy machine- 
guns destroyed cars and set 
roofs on fire, which razed 
buildings and caused damage 
at a two-storey shopping com¬ 
plex.

Nine years after the U.S. Su¬ 
preme Court said colleges and 
universities can use race in 
their quest for diverse student 
bodies, the justices have put 
this divisive social issue back on 
their agenda in the middle of a 
presidential election campaign. 

Nine years is a blink of the 
eye on a court where justices 
can look back two centuries for 
legal precedents.

The justices will be looking 
at the University of Texas pro¬ 
gram that is used to help fill the 
last quarter or so of its incom¬ 
ing freshman classes.

In August 2002, a New York 
City street gang crashed a 
christening party, shouted out 
their superiority, confronted 
a rival and started a fight that 
left a 10-year-old girl dead and 
someone else paralyzed. 

On Tuesday, New York’s 
top court will consider wheth¬ 
er one of the gang members is 
a homegrown terrorist. 

Edgar Morales, a member 
of the Mexican-American gang 
the St. James Boys, sought to 
intimidate an entire popula¬ 
tion and deserves more prison 
time than others convicted of 
the same crimes, Bronx pros¬ 
ecutors say. They got him con¬ 
victed for the shooting death 
in 2007 under the state’s anti¬ 
terrorism statute, the first 
case of its kind in New York. 

“Violent crime committed 
by a street gang constitutes 
a crime of terrorism ... when 
it is motivated solely by the 
intent to estabhsh a gang’s 
‘street credentials’ as the 
toughest Mexican gang in the 
Bronx,” because those crimes 
are intended to intimidate or 
coerce a civihan population, 
prosecutors argue in a court 
filing.

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Auto industry. GM to hire 
up to 1,500 at tech centre 


General Motors plans to hire up 
to 1,500 workers to staff a new 
computer technology centre 
outside Detroit. 

It is part of a move to bring 
90 per cent of information tech¬ 
nology in-house, which GM be- 
heves will make the company 
more nimble and efficient. The 
carmaker plans to hire 10,000 
people at four new technology 
centres in the next three to five 
years. 

The centres will help get 
breakthrough ideas into the 
company’s cars and trucks, GM 
says. 

Last month the company 
annoimced it would hire 500 
people for a centre in Austin, 
Texas. The remaining two sites 
haven’t been announced. 

The hiring reverses a trend 
toward outsourcing computer 
jobs at GM. But spokeswoman 
Julie Huston-Rough said most 
carmakers strike a balance be¬ 
tween doing computer work in 
the company and hiring out¬ 
side firms.

Enbridge targets foreign charities in pipeline battle 


Organizations founded by an 
American oil baron and a Sili¬ 
con Valley philanthropist are 
among foreign charities tar¬ 
geted by Enbridge in its battle 
against critics of the proposed 
Northern Gateway pipeline. 

Tens of millions of dollars 
have been donated to con¬ 
servation groups and initia¬ 
tives in B.G., for everything 
from Earth Day celebrations 
to aboriginal salmon recovery 
programs. 

It’s a point of contention 
for the pipeline proponent, 
which has asked the environ¬ 
mental review panel exam¬ 
ining the Northern Gateway 
project to compel funding 


information from its critics. 
The panel returns to B.C. this 
week for final hearings on the 
project. 

And it’s a point of con¬ 
tention for federal Natural 
Resources Minister Joe Oli¬ 
ver, who earlier this year de¬ 
cried “foreign special-interest 
groups” that “threaten to 
hijack our regulatory system 
to achieve their radical ideo¬ 
logical agenda.” 

Enbridge has singled out 
specific charities in requests 
submitted to the panel, includ¬ 
ing foundations created by the 
co-founders of Intel Gorpora- 
tion and Hewlett-Packard.

As criticism over sugary 
sodas intensifies, Goke, Pepsi 
and Dr Pepper are rolling out 
new vending machines in 
the U.S. that will put calorie 
counts at consumers’ finger¬ 
tips. 

The calorie counts will 
be on the buttons of the ma¬ 
chines, which will also fea¬ 
ture small decals reminding 
the thirsty that they can 
choose a low-calorie drink. 
The move comes ahead of a 
new regulation that would 
require restaurant chains 
and vending machines to 
post calorie information as 
early as next year. 

“They’re seeing the writ¬ 
ing on the wall and want 
to say that it’s corporate re¬ 
sponsibility,” said Mike Ja¬ 
cobson, executive director 
of the Genter for Science in 
the Public Interest, which

the medical equivalent of 
riled up cable-news anchors 
who just can’t stop shout¬ 
ing at one another. And yet, 
despite all the bad press out 
there — in food news and 
beyond — our brains are 
actually hard-wired to expect 
the best outcomes in life. 

In her book The Optimism 
Bias, neuroscientist Tali 
Sharot argues that 80 per 
cent of us overestimate the 
likelihood of good things hap¬ 
pening to us in our daily lives. 
Believe it or not, the majority 
of us have optimism as our 
(somewhat delusional) default setting. 

Our instinct is to try to make lemonade out of lemons. 
Unfortunately, the media are constantly telling us that those 
metaphorical lemons are actually the latest and scariest 
carcinogen-infested items at the grocery store. 

Sharot explains that if we expect the future to be bright, 
stress and anxiety are reduced and our overall health im¬ 
proves. Which is great, in theory, but what about when we 
take our propensity for positive thinking too far? 

The optimism bias can transform into a state of blissful 
ignorance and bring about a false sense of security. Some 
people might justify risky behaviour — ignoring those warn¬ 
ing labels on cigarette packages or practising unprotected 
sex — based on the assumption that bad things only really 
happen to other people. 

So is it possible to nurture our inclination towards glass- 
half-full thinking while avoiding the dangers presented by 
unrealistic optimism? 

Properly educating ourselves on healthy living is just part 
of the solution; we also have to do our best to block out the 
fear-mongering propaganda. I don’t want to pretend that 
genetically modified fruit and antibiotic-riddled meat prod¬ 
ucts don’t exist, but I also don’t want to be consumed with 
end-of-the-world panic every time I go to put something in 
my mouth. 

In the end, we’re far more likely to be hit by a car than 
poisoned by the items in our refrigerator and yet, if we truly 
thought about that risk every day, most of us would probably 
never leave the house.

Trolling forinsects 
is all the buzz 

A Northern mole cricket is 
seen at Bayou Des AUemands 
in Louisiana. 

Employees of the 
Audubon Butterfly Garden 
Insectarium in New Orleans 
collect bugs from the bayou 
to replenish the species in 
the insectarium’s exhibits, 
while others are shipped to 
museums. 

Much of the insect stock 
dies in a year or less, so the 
replenishment missions for 
local species are essential. 

The trek to the bug- 
infested bayou area near New 
Orleans is one they make six 


to eight nights a year from 
May to October. 

One type of insect they 
gather, the Whirligig beetles, 
don’t breed in captivity, so 
it’s a numbers game: If two- 
thirds of each group die, the 
larger group will still have 
enough survivors to replen¬ 
ish the display. 

“We’re just rolling the 
dice and hoping we have that 
really neat animal for as long 
as we can,” Zack Lemann, of 
the insectarium, said. 

The entomologists also 
troll fresh cowpats for the 
insectarium’s dimg beetles 
and the Audubon Species 
Survival Center on New 
Orleans’ west bank to turn 
over rotting wood for glossy, 
black patent-leather beetles.

When Claire Fraiser, a sales as¬ 
sociate in the Garment District 
in New York City, heard about 
magician David Blaine’s latest 
stunt “Electrified,” she grabbed 
her daughter and headed down 
to Pier 54 in Manhattan on 
Saturday morning to see the 
spectacle for herself. 

“I think it’s a bit mellow,” 
she admitted about the per¬ 
formance. “He’s probably sav¬ 
ing his best acts for later on 
when there’s more of a crowd.” 

Mellow is relative, especially 
when you’re talking about 


Blaine. The Brooklyn, New 
York-native has been sealed in 
an ice cube for almost 64 hours, 
stood on top of a 100-foot pillar 
with no harness for 35 hours 
and placed himself inside a 
plexiglass cage 30 feet above 
the River Thames for 44 days 
- while only consuming water 
the entire time. 

For his latest feat, Blaine 
is standing on a 20-foot high 
platform for 72 hours straight, 
without food or sleep. If that 
weren’t hard enough, he’s sur¬ 
rounded himself with Tesla 
coils that are transferring one 
milhon volts of energy from 
one area to another while he’s 
in the middle of it. He’ll have 
to concentrate on staying still, 
while there’s the constant 
crackling of electricity and loud 
music blaring the entire time. 

To up the danger, people are 
allowed to control how much 
electricity is pumped through 
the contraption through a com¬ 
puter. Other events have been

“I’m absolutely electrified 
and terrified by the opportun¬ 
ity to play a keyboard solo and 
to use this incredibly powerful 
device” Andrew W.K. said in a 
statement on his website.

It’s interesting. Normally 
you have a clear protagon¬ 
ist and antagonist in your 
movie. This wasn’t clear. 
We know who the protagon¬ 
ist was, but who’s the antag¬ 
onist here? It really became 
that this ideology, this force 
of oppression, like a baro¬ 
metric pressure, like it’s 
going to break open and 
rain if they don’t get these 
guys out. But there were all 
kinds of splinter groups of 
protagonists, like the Holly¬ 
wood component. And talk¬ 
ing about the maligned CIA, 
well look at Holl 3 rwood! 
Holl 5 rwood is skewered all 
the time — and not un¬ 
deservedly so at times. It’s 
easy. And here you have 
two people from the “Holly¬ 
wood industry” that for all 
intents and purposes are 
doing this out of the good¬ 
ness of their hearts. There’s 
no money being exchanged, 
there is no public recog¬ 
nition, there’s no award, 
there’s no nothing. All it is, 
is doing something to try to 
save six American lives. 

That’s a major theme of the 
tilm, that idea of doing this 
Job with the full acknow¬ 
ledgment that you’re not 
going to be recognized for 
it. 

Exactly. And that’s why I 
rebuke the idea that this 
was politically motivated. 
Because these men and 
women at the CIA were do¬ 
ing this knowing, believ¬ 
ing that they would never 
be recognized for this. And 
that has to be OK. You have 
to take that as, “This is 
what I do for a living. We do 
things and we accomplish 
many things — most of 
them are good, actually — 
and we get no public credit 
for them because of the na¬ 
ture of the work itself.” You 
just can’t tell anyone. And 
if this was not declassified, 
they would still not know. 

Since Breaking Bad has 
become such a success, 
you’ve been doing a lot of 
movies. How do you find 
the time? 

I actually turn down a lot 
more than I accept, so it’s 
all about the quality of the 
film and if it fits in the 
schedule. My primary re¬ 
sponsibility was to “Break¬ 
ing Bad” from a profes¬ 
sional standpoint, and I 
have a responsibility to my 
wife and daughter and that 
sort of thing, and I want to 
maintain that. There were 
a couple of other projects 
that I was supposed to be 
a part of that I couldn’t do, 
and that’s all right. I’m very 
fatalistic when it comes 
that. If it’s supposed to be, 
it’s supposed to be. If not,

As we age, collagen and elastin 
(the protein fibres responsible 
for maintaining the skin’s elas¬ 
ticity and structure) produc¬ 
tion decreases. In a desperate 
attempt to ward off fine lines 
and wrinkles, people splurge 
on Botox jabs and miracle skin 
creams. 

“Botox doesn’t last forever 
and skin creams are topical,” 
warns Annebse Hagen, facial 
yoga expert and author of Yoga 
Face. “Neither fix what’s go¬ 
ing on underneath the skin’s 
sinface, such as loss of muscle 
tone and lack of oxygen. Doing 
regular facial exercises increas¬ 
es circulation and blood flow to 
the face, which has been prov¬ 
en to prolong the production 
of coUagen and elastin.” 

Still skeptical? Hagen gives 
us the lowdown on facial yoga. 

Lltisbetterthan 

Botox. 

“Botox is a quick fix, the 
benefits are temporaiy. It’s 
so obvious when you get it 
done that people wiU 
probably assume you have 
low self-esteem. Facial yoga 
addresses the cause of the 
problem, such as loss of 
muscle tone, whereas all 
Botoxwill do is maskthe 
symptoms.” 

2. Fadal muscles do 
their own thing. 


“Facial muscles respond to 
exercise just like any other 
muscle, only they’re 
involimtary. They do what 
they want, when they want. 
An 32 thingyou feel or think 
registers on your face. Facial 
yoga teaches you to become 
aware ofwhatyour face is 
doing, because after years of 
scowling, thinking or 
frowning, small lines wiU 
have formed.”

workout. 

“Some lines, such as 
forehead or pucker lines, 
form because of things 
your face is doing habitually, 
such as frowning or kissing. 
You can get rid of these by 
smoothing out and relaxing 


the face. Other lines, like the 
nasal labial fold that goes 
from the nose to the mouth, 
tend to be caused by tension 
and the dragging down 
of gravity. The only way to 
getridoftheseisto 
strengthen the muscles 
in that area.

“A Botox jab smoothens the 
face because it effectively 
paralyses the facial muscles. 
But relaxing your face does 
exactly the same thing. As 
you go through the poses, 
you’re stimulating collagen 
and elastin production and 
increasing circulation to the 
facial area. This will make 
your face appear plumper 
and improve skin tone.” 

5. It helps relax and 
rejuvenate yourface. 

“A lot of people don’t realize 
this but holding in tension 
anywhere from below the 
eye socket to the neck and 
collarbones wiU drag the face 
and its muscles down. Facial 
yoga releases the tension, 
eventually lifting the face.” 

6 . You could even 
lose some wrinkles. 

“There are some veiy big 
muscles in our face (the 
zygomatic, the masseter and 
the mentalis) but by working 
them out and training them, 
we can actually change the 
way our face looks. We can 
help a droop become a lift, or 
at least be in neutral.” 

7. It allows you to 
age gracefully. 

“Everyone’s looks will fade. 
But doing regular facial 
exercises can help you look 
your best at any age and 
even lose a fewyears. If 
you’re impatient and want 
an expressionless face, go 
ahead and (try) turn back 
time with injections or 
surgery.” 

8 . Overdo it and 
you’ll look like 
khwarzenegger. 

“You don’t want to be overly 
built in the face, unless 
you want the facial structure 
of Schwarzenegger. A 
sequence of eight moves 
for 10 minutes, two to three 
times a week is enough.

Small 
advances to research

Cure? Not yet. While no one 
has hit a home run in cur¬ 
ing breast cancer, there have 
been lots of base hits. And 
that is very good news for 
women. 

“Advances may be by 
themselves modest,” says 
Halifax surgical oncologist 
Dr. Geoff Porter. “But when 
you start adding them up, you 
see a 40 per cent reduction in 
breast cancer mortality.” 

Porter, who is the Ramia 
Chair in Surgical Oncology 
at Dalhousie University, says 
progress does not occur over¬ 
night. 

“But there is no doubt the

compared to 1986, says Dr. Porter. 


research in breast cancer has 
served patients well.” 

Metro asked Porter to 
name the top three advances 
in breast cancer treatment 
over the last five years. 

The first is that doctors 
can better understand what 


medications are most likely 
to work, based on the genetic 
profile of the tumour. 

“This tells us which pa¬ 
tients benefit from which 
chemotherapy. Conversely, 
patients aren’t getting ex¬ 
posed to something ineffect¬ 


ive,” says Porter. 

Another advance is that 
breast cancer surgeries are 
becoming less and less inva¬ 
sive. 

“Five or 10 years ago, 
women who were having sur¬ 
gery for breast cancer would 


routinely have a lot of l 3 miph 
nodes in the underarm re¬ 
moved. In a lot women now, 
we can avoid that and have 
a much smaller procedure,” 
says Porter. 

The third advance is that 
women living with metastat¬ 


ic breast cancer — where the 
cancer has spread to other or¬ 
gans — are living longer and 
having a better quality of life. 

“It makes the outlook 
for patients diagnosed with 
breast cancer much better,” 
he adds.

1. In frying pan, place oil.

Last Monday night, former pop 
couple Chris Brown and Rih^ma 
were spotted kissing and dirty 
dancing at a NYC dub, fuelling 
speculation that the pair are re¬ 
kindling their love life. 

Rumours of reconciliation 
between Brown, 23, and Riha¬ 
nna, 24, have been circling for 
months. Last February, Brown 
featured on Rihanna’s remix of 
her song Birthday Cake as the 
Barbados songstress lent her 
vocals to Brown’s remix of Turn 
up the Music. In Jime, Brown 
was bottled during a night¬ 
club fight allegedly involving 
Rihanna’s ex boyfriend, 
Toronto rapper Drake. 


But the biggest twist was 
Rihanna’s emotional interview 
with Oprah Winfrey on Oprah’s 
Next Chapter in August, when 
the pop star confessed Brown 
was the “love of her life” and 
that she’d forgiven him for his 
violent behaviour. 

In 2009, Brown’s then- 
girlffiend Rihanna was left 
hospitalized with visible fadal 


woimds after Brown allegedly 
assaulted her. 

The infamous ind- 
dent caused massive public 
outrage, with fans urging Riha¬ 
nna to stay away from her ex- 
boyffiend. Meanwhile, Brown 
decided to set the record 
straight by releasing the follow¬ 
ing statement, much to the ire 
of his most recent love interest 


23-year-old model Karrueche 
Tran: “I have dedded to be 
single to focus on my career. I 
love Karrueche very much but I 
don’t want to see her hurt over 
my friendship with Rihanna. I’d 
rather be single allowing us to 
both be happy in our lives.” 

Brown then posted a 
video on Twitter, The Real 
Chris Brown (http://vimeo. 


com/50805715) addressing 
the Chris-Rihanna-Karrueche 
love triangle. Speaking to the 
camera, he says: “When you 
share history with somebody 
then you tend to fall in love 
with somebody else, it’s difii- 
cult. Is there such a thing as lov¬ 
ing two people? I don’t know 
if that is possible but I feel like 
that.” 


Can we love two people at 
the same time? Relationship 
expert David Sbarra has doubts. 

“The neurobiology of love 
makes it quite difiicult to be 
actively ‘in love’ with two 
people,” Sbarra told Metro. 

“When you’re in love with 
someone, so much energy and 
mental space is devoted to that 
person, it’s very hard to think 
about two people in this way.” 

Many people wiU 
question how Rihanna can ever 
forgive Brown for the assault. 
Sbarra believes, however, that 
such an inddent is “hke an old 
sports injury one can live with.” 

“The psychological pain of 
a romantic breakup is like a 
physical scar or an old sports in¬ 
jury. When it’s not too intense, 
we can play the same sport 
again, but the injury is stiU 
quite raw. Yet over time, we can 
get to a place where we don’t 
even notice that old injury or 
hurt.” 

Right now, Rihanna and 
Brown seem determined to 
give their relationship another 
go. And they’re not seeking 
anyone’s blessing. 
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STUDY LOCALES: TWO SCHOOLS OF THOUGHT 


When it comes to where one should 
study for a midterm, there are two 
prevailing schools of thought. One holds 
that people should study in the same 
place they always do, while another says 
they should change up their study locale. 

“If we vary the location of where we 
study, it forces our brain to compensate 


for the sort of distraction for the new 
stimulus that’s around us and it actually 
makes our brain work harder,” says 
Elizabeth Challis, a study skills facilita¬ 
tor at the University of Winnipeg. 

She recommends that students experi¬ 
ment and find out which location works 
best for them. 


When studying for midterms, one of the 
biggest (and most common) mistakes stu¬ 
dents make is that they cram right before 
the test. 

“The brain just doesn’t take in all 
that... information at once,” says Julie 
Lockhart, a writing and learning strategist 
with Mount Royal University in Calgary. 
“Our brain likes us to break things up into 
smaller pieces and go over it more than 
once.” 

For this reason, students should begin 
their midterm preparations as soon as 
classes begin and study the material on 
a regular basis. Students should use the 
course syllabus as a guideline for what 
topics they will need to know for the 
midterm. 

Even if students haven’t been doing 


that, they can apply the same learning 
principle between now and their midterm. 
If the midterm is in three days and the 
student has three chapters to cover, they 
should plan to study one chapter a day. 

In preparing for the midterm, students 


shouldn’t just re-read the material. In 
order for the brain to truly absorb the 
information, people need to do something 
active with the information. 

“They need to go through lots of prac¬ 
tice questions,” says Elizabeth Challis, a 


study skills facilitator at the University 
of Winnipeg. She even recommends that 
students make up questions based on the 
lectures and course readings. 

“If they can’t answer some of the 
questions, that means they don’t know the 
material well enough,” says Challis. 

When preparing for a midterm, Joanne 
Mills, the co-ordinator of counselling ser¬ 
vices at Mount Saint Vincent University in 
Halifax, recommends studying in chunks 
of no more than an hour. 

“I do feel that our concentration and 
focus work primarily for 45 to 60 min¬ 
utes,” she says. 

Mills recommends taking a quick break 
if you feel your mind wandering or are 
having a hard time staying on task.

The introduction to glass mosaic tiling 
course at NAIT will have students piecing 
together a creative new hobby or even new 
career in a matter of days this November.

VIRTUAL LAB 
OPENS DOORS 

ATHABASCA AIMS TO REMOVE 
BARRIERS TO EDUCATION 

Making education accessible to everyone is something Atha¬ 
basca University takes very seriously, and with its new e-lab 
launching Nov. 2, this mission will be a reality. 

Expanding on the Open University concept, this virtual 
lab will open the doors to education for students at Athabasca 
University and the general public. 

“Our mission is to remove barriers to educations,” says 
Dr. Evelyn Ellerman, e-lab co-ordinator. 

“The university is now exploring questions of how we can 
help students find and critically evaluate information online, 
become competent in the use of online technologies for their 
own learning and research, and connect effectively with one 
another in asynchronous and synchronous environments. The 
e-lab is meant to be one means of assisting AU to find the 
answers to such questions.” 

This e-lab will serve all the practical functions that 
physical labs have served in the past, but it also anticipates 
the future in providing an online environment that encour¬ 
ages new forms of learning and professional growth. 

Ellerman hopes this lab will change the relationship be¬ 
tween students and education and address the Internet age. 

Once the e-lab is complete, it will supply open access, 
online tools and services for teaching, learning and research 
to students. 

This e-lab has been designed to develop and enhance the 
university’s capacity as an online institution and assist in the 
transition from a print-based university to one that functions 
primarily online. 

This project began in the communication studies program, 
and the proposal for the e-lab was approved by the univer¬ 
sity’s IT learning and research committee. 

Funding was secured from two levels of government.

Don’t dismiss bonds; 
they add safety to your 
investment portfolio 



If you are looking for investing 
love today you’ll find it in one 
word — 3 deld. What’s not to 
love about an investment that 
pays out regularly? 

Before the current rock bot¬ 
tom interest rates became en¬ 
trenched, government bonds 
provided a reasonable 3 deld 
and ballast to your portfobo. 

However, such investments 
are not much loved these days 
imless you choose those matur¬ 
ing in the far distant future. 

You’ll get a higher 3 deld 
but it will be locked in. V^hien 
interest rates finally rise your 
investment will be worth less. 
And your yield will be left be¬ 
hind as rates increase. So my 


advice is to choose short-term 
bonds for now. 

One option is investment 
grade corporate bonds such as 
offered by the banks and other 
large, relatively stable corpora¬ 
tions. 

Your risk is not much more 
than government bonds but 
the yield will be higher, .50 per 
cent to 1.25 per cent on aver¬ 
age. 

The best way to buy such 
bonds is through exchange- 
traded funds (ETFs.) These are 
listed on the stock exchange 
just like a stock. 

Because ETFs track an index 
and do no trading, the fees are 
tiny, far lower than charged 
by mutual funds. They also 
spread the risk among the pool 
of companies in the index. 

You can purchase hybrid 
ETFs, which are a mix of gov¬ 
ernment and corporate bonds. 
But with today’s low interest 
rates most people, except for 
the extremely risk averse, are 
better off sticking with invest¬ 
ment grade corporate bond 
ETFs. Unlike bu 3 dng individ¬ 
ual bonds, which mature on a 
specific date, ETF’s hold a has-

ket of bonds and roU them over 
as each comes due. Look for 
average maturities of aroimd 
six years or less. 

Sometimes it’s hard to tell 
whether an ETF has govern¬ 
ment or corporate bonds or 
both. 

Chck on the product hst of 
the respective providers and go 
to fixed income. From there 
you can generally chck on the 
bond ETF name and a sum¬ 
mary will appear including 
management fee. 

Look for the explanation of 
the index and there you wiU 
discover the content of the ETF. 


Paying in cash 


Sidestepping 
the tax man

I recently moved into an 
eight-year-old inner-city 
condo that I love. It’s 
got beautiful views, in 
fantastic location and the 
perfect amount of space 
for my lifestyle. 

However, many of 
the features of my home 
needed to be upgraded 
when I took possession 
and so I embarked on a 
home renovation. I’ve 
focused on high-value 
aspects of the home such 
as the counter tops, sinks, 
faucets, glass for baths, 
appliances and removing 
a non-structural wall that 
was partially blocking my 
view of downtown. 

On a few occasions 
throughout the three- 
month process, contract¬ 
ors quoted me prices in 
cash or cheque. Not sur¬ 
prisingly the cash quotes 
were significantly less. 

This got me thinking 
about whether paying 
cash to sidestep the tax- 
man is OK. Certainly it’s 
more frugal to pay cash 
because you save big dol¬ 
lars and you avoid racking 
up your credit card. But, 
while paying cash can save 
you sales tax, there can be 
serious implications for 
not reporting income. 

According to H&R 
Block’s September 2012 
survey, the majority of 
Canadians admit to paying 
cash to avoid sales taxes, 
but only 30 per cent feel 
that it’s wrong to do so. 
Not surprisingly, younger

cash-strapped respond¬ 
ents, aged 18 to 34, ap¬ 
pear more eager to save 
through cash payments 
than older respondents. 

If an individual or busi¬ 
ness is looking for ways 
to save on taxes, there 
are legitimate tax credits 
and benefits available to 
Canadians. 

Businesses, for ex¬ 
ample, can receive credits 
for over 20 different types 
of expenses such as auto¬ 
mobile, telephone, health- 
plan premiums, insurance, 
bad debts, advertising and 
much more. Check out 
how you or your business 
can save money on taxes 
through Revenue Canada’s 
website cra.gc.ca/taxsav- 
ings. 

If you, as an individ¬ 
ual, need to save money 
on big-ticket items like 
renovations, try negotiat¬ 
ing the price with the con¬ 


tractor by getting multiple 
quotes, work alongside 
labourers, source your 
own supplies and ask for 
discounts at every step of 
the process. 

If you do have un¬ 
declared income, you can 
report it through Revenue 
Canada’s Voluntary Disclo¬ 
sure Program, There are 
no penalties for declar¬ 
ing, but it doesn’t exempt 
you from paying taxes or 
interest. Many contractors 
and restaurant workers 
declare income through 
this program. 

Frugality shouldn’t 
outweigh legality. Be 
financially resourceful 
when you’re embarking 
on expensive projects 
and take advantage 
of legitimate tax 
savings.

Allen Craig and Daniel De- 
scalso also went deep to help 
the defending World Series 
champions build a big lead 
that compensated for a two- 
inning start from an aihng 
Jaime Garcia.

Ryan Zimmerman and 
Adam LaRoche hit consecu¬ 


tive homers in the fifth for the 
Nationals, who head home 
for the remainder of the best- 
of-five series. But the NL East 
champions are without all- 
star ace Stephen Strasburg, 
shut down for the rest of the 
season early last month to 
protect his surgically repaired 
arm. 

Game 3 is Wednesday after¬ 
noon at Nationals Park. Edwin 
Jackson starts for Washing¬ 
ton against longtime Cardin¬ 
als ace Chris Carpenter, who 
made only three starts during 
the regular season because of 
injuiy. 

“Today, for us, was a must- 
win game,” Beltran said. 

The Cardinals seem to live 
for those. They lost the div¬ 
ision series and NLCS openers 
last fall, then finished strong 
in the World Series after spot¬ 


ting Texas a 3-2 lead. 

So, they’re on familiar 
ground. 

“We knew how big this 
game was for us,” centre-field¬ 
er Jon Jay said. “We’ve seen it 
all year — when we are able 
to do that, we are pretty dan¬ 
gerous.” 

Beltran homered twice in 
the post-season for the third 
time in his career, connecting 
in the sixth off Mike Gonzalez 
and eighth off Sean Burnett. 
Jay had two hits and three 
RBIs, plus an outstanding 
catch at the centre-field wall 
to deprive Danny Espinosa of 
extra bases in the sixth. 

“One of the best catches 
I’ve seen. I think it’s his best 
catch of the year,” Matheny 
said. “He barely looked up as 
he was hitting the wall.
